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DESERTED HOMES AND 
RUINED LAND. 
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FARMERS FACING RUIN 
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From OUR Own CORRESPONDENT. 
GALWAY, Thursday. 

A tour of the Curragh line, which runs 
due horth from Galway to Headford on the 
eastern side of Lough Corrib for a distance 
of seventeen miles, has convinced me that 
the reports of the inundations are in no way 
exaggerated. ‘ 

A year ago this straight ribbon of road 
that runs through bleak Jowlands was steam 
rolled along its entire lehgth. Light rollers 
had to be used, as the heavier type sank 
through the surface crust to the waterlogged 
bogland beneath. To-day, for many miles, 
from Ballindooley Castle, northwards, there 
are tew dry spots to be found, save the 
camber of this splendid road, which is a 
masterpiece of engineering skill. 

In many places the spume from the waves 
of the lake, which has overspread the farins 
on either side, splashes across the highway 
that stands from three feet and upwards 
above the lowlands on either side. 

The floods are regarded as the worst in 
living memory, and the tenant-farmers, many 
of whom had to abandon their homes, are 
indignant at the failure that has so far fol- 
lowed their agitation to have the Corrib and 
its tributary wivers and lakes drained from 
the mouth to the source. 

I talked with a tenant-farmer who lives 
on the eastern side of the road. The flood 
waters of the Clare River came within twenty 
yards of his house. Through the kitchen 
floor the water was oozing up as from a 
spring well. 

On the western side of the road the waters 
stretch like a lake for four miles to the sub- 
merged -bartks of Lough Corrib. The River 
Clare has pverflowed its banks below Cur- 
raghmore Bridge. 

DESERTED HOMES. 

Near by {s a crumbling cottage, which was 
abandoned When the floods came about two 
years ago. | 

Another farmhouse, deserted for the same 
reason, stayjds where the Clare River bends 
to the south-west. 

Near Curraghmore Bridge the house of 
Patrick Feéáney stands upon a knoll, which 
has been converted into an island, and a 
row-boat is: moored in readiness 
door. ; 

_ A Tarmeri was carting manure and piling 
it on heaps}by the roadside. ‘I have been 
doing this all the winter,’ he told me, “and 
putting it owt on the land beyond, which was 

the finest grass land in Ireland. Now, 
| suppose, the water has washed it all away, 
and most of my winter’s work has gone for 
nothing.” 1! 

Other farmers in the area informed me that 
the flooding, has become steadilv worse every 
winter Íor the last twenty years. 


RUINED LAND. 

‘* Twenty iyears ago,” said one, ‘‘ there was 
fine land and there were fine farms around 
he re.” :

believe that the flooding is 
the direct outcome of the choking of the 
Corrib and its tributaries, the drainage of 
which has been neglected for years. The 
d) nage of the river at Turloughmore, nearly 
ten miles westward, has only resulted in 
sending a greater weight of water along the 
River Clare, which that stream is unable to 
carry away. 

A few miles further on the Cregg River 
has also overtlowed its banks and inundated 
thousands of acres. The Rey. Father O’kFeyan, 
Parish Priest of Castlegar, declares that 
children are in danger of their lives going to 
one of the schools in his parish. | 

The Rev. Father Donnelly, Parish Priest, 
Moycullen, who is on the western side of the 
lake, says that some of his parishioners are 
unable to get to Mass, although they are liv. 
ing on the mainland. 

The farmers tell me that if the 
not abate soon it will mean ruin for 
them. They will not be able to do 
spring sowing.

The floods in the Shannon’ basin are now 
within six inches of the flooding in the winter 
of 1924-25, which was the highest recorded 
for over half a century. Forty statute miles 
river etween Clonmacnoise'§ and 
Portumna look like an inland sea, varying 1! 
breadth from one and a half to two miles. 
At least 25.000 acres of callow meadow and 
grazing lands are-submerged. 

Six families between Shannonbridge and 
Banagher have had to abandon their homes, 
while those who remain are resorting to every 
possible sevice to keep the approaching water 
from invading their houses. They are utilising 
boats to convey provisions irom the neich- 
houring towns.

The University of Manchester announces a 
Vacation course of ten days’ 
duration for teachers concerned with the 
reform of modern language learning.

The Commissioner gives particulars of the 
sale of the five, four, and three-roomed houses 
built in the Upper Drumcondra area for sale 
to occupying tenants. ‘The total number of 
houses included in the scheme is 535, sub- 
divided into :—Three-roomed, 211; four- 
roomed, 144; five-roomed, 180. The total 
capital cost of the scheme, after allowing for 
Government grants, is approximately 

230,000, involving an annual charge for 
sinking fund and dividends of £14,600. 
Against that, it is estimated that the income 
from the property will be about £12,100.

FUTURE CLOTH BUSINESS. 

The Belfast Linen Trade report for the 
past fortnight records thal weavers are ex 
periencing considerably more inquiry, and a 
greater interest 1s being manifested In future 
cloth business. Some large quantities ere 
being mefitioned, which, if real business 
saw ó at, reasonable rates, would be very 
acceptable to manufacturers. Dress goods 
are more in evidence, and the usual lines ot 
household goods are receiving attention, Con- 
sidering the prices quoted’ for tow made 
goods and the stiff yarn market, it 1s difficult 
to understand why there is not more move- 
ment. 

In the merchants’ section there is no 
marked change since last report. Damasks 
and housekeeping goods are moving, but not 
in any volume. Cambrics and sheers are in 
fair demand, and some substantial orders 
have been placed. Prices aro firm, with up 
ward tendency Dress Linens—A . steady 
business is being done on coloured dress 
linens for various markets. Oyster and 
Ivory shades are also inquired for, and are 
likely to be prominent during the coming 
Sed SO? 

Complaints from spinners are Joud and 
long when the flax markets are daily ad- 
vaucing, rendering their position more and 
more difficult. Weavers do not appear to 
realiso the dilemma in which the spinning 
trade is placed. At the moment it would 
seem to be leading to either stoppage or re- 
duction Based on the lower priced flax 
stocks they may have laid in, it bas been 
possible up till now to make sales sufficient, 
to account for production. An unusual 6it 
significant feature has been the appearance 
in our market of Continental merchants re- 
buying Belgian yarns. 

The Irish flax markets have been smaller 
during the past fortnight, and all fibre has 
been quickly bought up at unchanged prices.
